Farmers in the vicinity of the Mis 
sissippi and Illinois rivers bore the 
brunt of the damage. 


Scott Corn a Total Loss. 


The corn crop was a total loses in 
Scott county, where $750,000 of damage 
was done. The crop loss was estimated 
at $500,000 in a report to the agricul- 
tural association. 

Three thousand acres of creek bot- 
tom land corn was practically ruined 
in Greene county. The loss in corn 
in 18,000 additional acres ranged from 
twenty-five to fifty per cent.

Compared to this great renaissance of interest in 
scientific achievement, the gain of anti-evolution 
in two additional states is meager indeed. Educa- 
tion in Terinessee, Texas and Mississippi stands 
still to that extent, while the rest of the country 
progresses, that is all.

SPENDTHRIFT STATE GOVERNMENTS. 
(New York Herald-Tribune.) 
Department of commerce statistics on state expendi- 
ture and debt in 1925 show.mo check on the d'zzily 
mounting costs of state government. The splendid 
federal example of retrenchment is still ignored and 
waste in the states is neutralizing the decrease in 
the average citizen's tax burden brought about by 

sound federal legislation. ; 

Expenditures by the states last year totaled $1,614,- 
000,000, against $1,513,000,000 in 1924 and only $6517,- 
000,000 in 1917. The cost of state. government has 
thus risen by more than 200 per cent in the last eight 
years. The average cost of living has risen in that 
period less than 100 per cent. The state governments 
have extorted more than twice the amount due them 
because of the economic adjustments following .the 
war. 

State taxes have not risen as fast as expenditures. 
Disregarding the pay-as-you-go theory, many states 
bave failed to balance their budgets. All but seven 
of the forty-eight showed @Geficits in 1925, thus piling 
up burdens for the future. Net indebtedness—funded 
or fixed debt less sinking fund resources—increased 
$1,251,000,000, being $11.12 per capita in 1925, com- 
paréd with $10.64 in 1924 and only $4.98 in 1917.

Spraya, of menthol in oils he 
has found to ‘do more harm than good, 
Adrenalin or epinephrin gives momen- 
tary rélief, but is of no real benefit. A 
simple abolene spray may help a little 
by coating the membranes of the noss 
and in that way protecting them a little. 
In all probability the use of various 
forms of calcium salts internally for a 
long time is of service. Dr. Brown 
writes of calcium chloride. Some other 
calcium salts are less objectionable to 
the stomach.

THE NARCISSUS RMBARGO. 

New York, Sept. 10.—For twenty years 
it has been my pleasure to have flowers 
grown by myself, without the aid of 
greenhouse or hotbed, on my table every 
day of the 365. The paper white narcis- 
sus could be forced into bloom by the 
time the frosts had killed the late flower- 
ing plants. The paper whites were fol- 
lowed by a succession of narcissus bloom, 
(so that by study and careful handling 
a continuous succession of blooms might 
be attained. Paper whites have to be 
started early in September to obtain 
bloom early in November. 

Upon inquiry I find that the department 
of agriculture has prohibited the im- 
portation not only of paper white nar- 
cissus but also of all bulbs of the nar- 
cissus family. I hear that they an- 
nounced this embargo three years ago 
in order that the Ameritan growers could 
get a start. But I cannot buy narcissus 
exeept at exorbitant rates, and then the 
only catalogs which have come to hand 
state that the bulbs are second hand. 
Such bulbs cannot be successfully forced 
in the house. The explanation is that 
the narcissus bulb has a parasitic fly 
which is bad for onions.

This is the statement given out by 
the commission yesterday: 

“In order to protect boxing, our 
commission after due consideration has 
found it necessary to suspend for life 
Charley Phil Rosenberg and his man- 
ager, Harry Segal, as well as his 
(Stable of boxers and recognizes Bud 
Taylor as the bantamweight champion 
of the world. Taylor will defend his 
title in Chicago against am opponent 
approved by the commission, the bout 
to be conducted by Promoter James 
Mullin. 

“These suspensions, were made 
cause Segal and Rosenberg ignored our 
‘rules pertaining to forfeits, after the 
commission granted several days’ 
| grace, and further, because of the in- 
| jection of political and other influences 
. pertaining to our appointment of the 
referee. Segal and Rosenberg, in our 
| estimation, are not the caliber of men 
whe belong in boxing and their un- 
sportsmaniike attitude, coupled with 
their disregard of our law and rules, 
compelled us to take this action. The 
championship bout between Bud Tay- 
lor and Phil Rosenberg, therefore, will 
not take place. 


Mullen Put to Big Expense. 

“ Dud object in requesting that Mul- 
len promote the first bout in which 
Taylor ts to defend his championship 
is vecause of his willingness to cotp- 
erate with the commission and also 
because he has béen put to heavy ex- 
pense in connection with the scheduled 
Rosenberg-“aylor match. 

“We believe that if boxing ts to 
survive, it must be kept clean. Hav- 
ing thie uppermost in mind, there 
Was nothing else for us to do but take 
this action.” 

According to Chairman Hunche an 
agreement was signed on July 24 bind- 
ing a Taylor-Rosenberg match. Ac 
cording to commission rules /orfeits 
must accompany signed vontracts 
when they are delivered to the com- 
mission. Neither Segal nor Rosenberg 
even presented a signed contract let 
alone the forfeit of $12,500. Gegal 
promised to have the forfeit in the 
hands of the commission last Gatur- 
day and again last Monday. His fail- 
‘ure to do so resulted in yesterday's 
action. : | 

Barred in New York. 

Rosenberg was barred in New York 
following his fight with: Eddie Shea. 
The New York commission barred 
the bantamweight champion after re 
ports had reached the commissioners 
of his unethical ring tactics. Charley 
also is bafred in California and tf the 
National Boxing association accepts 
the Iiinais commission decision, Char- 
ley will not have a chance to defend 
his title in any state where attrac 
tive purses are offered.
